DEATH OF DR. HACGOWAN.

Dr. Datilel Jercme ‘Maczowsn, the oldest 
foreign resident lo Shanghai, and one of the 
best-known men In Chins, passed away quietly 
on the morning of the 2oth inst. at bis residence, 
Boone Road in bls 7gth year, Bornon Fall River, 
Mass, in 1814, he, says the V. C. Datly News, 
first came; to Ningpo as a missionary dcctor, 
exactly filly years ago, During the Civil War 
in the United States, be served as = sorgeon 
with the northera armies, and made himself 
much ‘respected at Wastington. He tetorn-d 
\o Chira in 1865° asthe agent of a syndicate 

_ tliat proposed to build a telegraph Hne to Chioa. 
by way of Behring Straits, and from ‘hat Ume 
made Shanghai bis headquarters. lls wife, 
wht was equally popular with bimeelf, died 
sboitt 157%, and he was. never quite the same 
man after her death. He leaves only one 
ebild, a daughter, the wile of. S{r Chaloner 
Alaba ster, whom be had intended soon to rejoin 
fn Englrnd. Slr Robert Hart gave im aw 
appolatment in the Cust ms {In 1879, and he 
‘served Jn Shanghai ahd in Wéochow, at which 
latter port he bad full scope to pursue bis studies 
In folk-lere and nxtaral history, He was a man 
of vast acd virled information whlch ke .wos 
always anxlousto add fc, and to impart to others, 
and was a crnirlbutor to the columns of 
the MC.

led to serious resalts had it not been premptly 
putdown. It arose out of an attempt at im- 
posture on a Jnpanese tradesman by a ccolie 


| who appears-o have found a bill dropped by the 


former, and presented it for p.yment at bis shop. 
An altercation arote, and the “Jap” becoming. 
angry at the sodacity of such a firmsy Im- 
posture “chucked " the coolle out, A Jittle later 
aamalli crowd assembled ovtside the Japanese 
shop and commenced to annoy its occupants by 
throwing filth Into the verandah and through 
the wledows.. This continued until late at night” 
and the following morcing a crowd sgaiin 
assembled armed with bamboos and ston s and 
commierced to bresk the windows and doors of 
the Japanete house. The Jabs, sticks in hard, 
held the doors cf thelr house pluckily, and there 
ean be no d-ubt prevented it being looted by 
the crowd, dealing out hefty b'cews right and lef 
and keeping thelr domicile intze::- Ons of the

The rejection, by a large majerity of the New 
‘South Wales Council, of the bill to redace the 
coat of lithgation,-is a circamstance which can 
hardly.be termed unexpected. During recent 
years various measures, octensibly tendix: 
towards the same end, have been intréduce 
fn nearly every province of Australasia, and with 
hardly'an exception they have been ignomin- 
{ously rejected. In most cases they deserved no 
better fate. There was hardly a semblance of 
originality eco an ct of ist fd 
sedto x ¢ old-csts cancer, 
vad net one was directed at ite exciafon. In 
almost every case they started fairly eriough, on 
the assumption that the law exists chiefly for, 
the bencfit of lawyers; that lawyerg exist prio. 
clpally to obscura the truth in the Interes's of 
tmoreybags, and rulq clients, and pervert the 
‘course of equliys.and that, under the prevent 
régime, jastice Is a commodity which {s too 
exproaive for apy save-a rich man to purchase. 
Aud then they lnvaslably proposed to leave the 
system as ft was, and merely to patch some 
small detail of the business—to stop one of the 
thousand leaks through which the litigant's 
money dribbles away, to ba lost fn the great sea 


‘ol fraud and parchment and red tape, while the 
wother 999 remained as belore, This was the 
purpose of the best of the so-called ‘reforms; the 
others merely proposed to replacosomecumbrous, 
}foollsh and expensive process In the le 
burlesque with.‘another proceis as cumbrous 
and as fcolish, and often a trifle more expensive 
than the one {o be superseded,

declston given against him, even when the Judge, 
who gives that dectsion, Is well aware that the 
law is distinctly in his favour, simply because 
the judge's attention has not been officially 
drawn to some particular point of law 
by a high-priced fanctionary in ‘ horse-hatr, 
Moreover, in a very’ large proportion of cases 
the jadges glve decisions which they cheetfully 
admit to be unjust, simply because some one of 
the hundred thousand useless formalities required 
by the system of lawyer-made law has not been 
duly complicd with, The idea that justice gocs 
before law, and that the eternsl truth Js of more 
account than the proper tnitlalling of some 
mouldy blue-paper form, isa nine far beyond 
the range cf the ordinary judicial intelligence. 
And even al! this [s only a small part of the 
great conondrum, It Is the first duty of every 
citizen lo obry the law; to obey the law he 
must know what itis; to know whatitis he 
must be able to ficd it. Yet not only does no: 
single leyman in Anstralia know the law or 
know whete to find jt, bat ‘no single lewyer or. 
judge Inthis continent ls able to cfficleally direct 
bim. The law fs partly made up of the sediment 
of old, forgotten, disused and seml-obs-lete 
English statutes written in a barbarous jargon 
in the Middle Ages, partly of legends, customs, 
and wildly confused, contradictory, and Kall- 
forgotten p ecedents, and partly of many hundred 
derarged and incomprehensible local enactments 
written In that murky dialect pecaliarto the legal 
ialellect, and amendments thereon, and patches 
put upon the amendments,” There fs no: com- 
fendium of it to b: found or bought anywhere ; 
it is all confuston and utter bewilderment and a 


-senstless, purposeiess, useless groping in the 


dat, : 
If th!s nefarious system is ever to be remedied, 


it has‘only been feebly aitempted.atthetop. In 
the first place, all the existing statutes of every 
Australasian province should be embodied ina 
code, and everything outside, the code should be 
abolished, so that.there shall be no more erratic 
deci-fons based on enactments ‘of arctent Plan- 
fagenet snd Tudor kings which have been 
unearthed from thelr musty repose to pervert 
the ,course of justice. “the code should be 
ferodically revised so vhat it m+y be, as far a3 
possible, an epitome of the entire legal sy-tem 
of the country. “At each sevision an attempt 
should be made to condense the Jaw into.a 
smaller compass, to make Its meaning more and 
more distinct, and to.make the forms of legal 
Preceawre less andle:scomplicated. The plesd- 
ings on either side should ‘be confined to state- 
ments of facts whereby the intelligent Jayman 
and the fegal specialist would he placed practi-, 
cally on an equality ;'and the law sbould be 
supplied by, the jadge only, The assumption that 
the judge doesn’t know the civil law and can’t 
grasp the facts, unless he {s informed of it and 
them by acostly advocate, sothat ifoneside hasan 
indifferent barrister or no barrister at all the judge 
only knows as much of the law as is pointed out 
by the other side, isa gross perversion of justice 
in favour of the rich-and'to tre disadvantage of 
the poor, Even if this innovation required thatthe 
number of jadges should be doubled or trebled 
it would be well worth the outlay. And, above 
alithings, it should be recognised that litigation 
{a anunmixed evil which it is the business of 
the Jaw to diminish to the ultermost, and that 
the law exlsts, not to support lawyers, but to 
make lawyers unnecessary, 

In Norway there prevails a system which, 
with very slight alterations to guilt differences of 
social conditions, would prove a stupendous boon 
to the lawyer-ridden land of Austraila, It con: 
sists of local courts of arbitration through which- 
all civil cases, great and sm>ll, must pass before 
they can reach the superior courts,’ They -ate 
widely diffased thronghont the country, so that 
every man can find joslice within a reasonable 
distance of his home, They are bound ta hear 
every cate within a ceriain number of days— 
seldom more than fourteen—of its inception, 


“They are also bound to render their decision 


within a fixed peried after Hearing. No lawyers 
are allowed to appear on elther aides; each 
party must state bis case in person, or through 
the medium of w friend, but no pald advocacy is 
recognised. The whole cost of a law-suit hardly 
ever exceeds a few shillings, The decisions of 
the court may be appealed against, and the case 
heard in the higher courts with all the customary 
legat phernaliz, but the party making the 
appeal Is required to pay the entlre expenses of 
the sult. Ass natural ‘result appeals are com: 
paratlrely few, and the great bulk of the litiga- 
tion begins and ends in the local courts. Their 
detistons do rot alway give satisfaction, bet 
they are fully as satisfactory a8 those” of ‘the 
moat expensive law court yet invented, and thcy 
have at least one advantage which no clril cout 
in A-stralfa bas ever yet possessed~-they never 
roin any Itigant in costs, or absorb the whole 
amount in dispute and leave nothing but the bill
